Little IH«tory Concerning Them— 
Unconquerable and 
Voracioua— 


Siorra Valley a Wait*.' 


A gentleman just in from Sierra 
alley gave us un interesting account 
f the depredations committed by the 
ra»shoppers in that valley. 
He 


nys that over tbwe.-fourtbs of the 
rop has been destroyed Ibis year; 
at while the old ones are flying 
way or dying off they have laid myr- 
ads of eggs all over the valley, thus 
nsuring the visitation of the plague 
gain next year,. There is no use to 
ry to destroy the eggs, for they are 
o thick that the united and persist- 
nt effort of every farmer in the val- 
!y would, only result in killing a 
ciy small portion of them. The soil 
s full, and the eggs seem almost in- 
leBtructible. Water has been run 
ivor them, but when the mud dries 
od cracks, out will come the little 
usciils after a little warm weather, 
vitb gluttonous appetites. Fire will 
.ill them, Uut it-, will alao destroy 
vorything else, and of course th.it is 
iut of the question. • Nor could they 
lopo to dest'roV "erioilgTi to prevent 
iiture (lepreduliqns, for'theif powers 
jf increasing ore marvelous. He has 
qaepzed some that were about to lay 
,nd has found all the way from 20 to 
50 eggs in them. They fly in clouds, 
iiid at great distances sometime; are 
>ery notional, and sometimes rise and 
lesert a place without any apparent 
eason, only to'alight on some spot 
probably hundreds of miles away. 
Sierra Valley was visited by grass- 
loppers in 1859 and great destrnc- 
ion was wrought'. After several years 
hey suddenly left and were next 
leurd of in San Diego—800 milee 
away. 
Many of the farmers -will not 


)l:int crops this next season, but this 
will not affect the insects, as tbe vol- 
intoer crops are always large and 
hey do not stand on ceremony. 
Property that would otherwise be 
worth thousands of dollars baa this 
vear hardly paid taxes. Nor can 
they look forward to a change for the 
better. In fact next year the plague 
promises to be worse, because tbe 
lumber of eggs laid are infinitely 
;rpater tbnn in any year before. Thus 
s one of the prettiest and most fer- 
ile valleys mude desolate, 
We eym- 


mthize wit.h the farmers, and h"pe 
hat the time is not far hence when 
hey will be freed from this persecu 
:ion.
